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Commissioners’ Report 


To the Residents of Rye Beach Village District: 


There were a number of accomplishments in the precinct 
in 1993. The snow fence on the south and back side of the 
precinct building was fabricated and installed, at budgeted cost. 
The precinct lighting system on South Road was upgraded with 
new wiring and replacement of any old wooden poles with 
fiberglass poles and new fixtures. Replacement of the storm 
damaged sidewalk on Ocean Boulevard was completed in late 
spring. 


As to the precinct building, it was necessary to replace 
the rusted steel window lintels on the north side of the building. 
The steps on the north side, which were becoming hazardous 
due to deterioration, were replaced. Some of the slate roof 
required repair and the new finials at the front were installed. 
Finally, the floor of the precinct hall was completely sanded and 
refinished. 


In the 1994 budget, we are allocating funds for upgrading 
of the precinct lights on Sea Road with new wiring and 
replacement of any wooden light poles. Further, we wish to 
relocate the sidewalk on Ocean Boulevard, between Sea and 
South Roads, the intent being to move it away from the street 
in that portion which is very close to the road, where it is 
repeatedly damaged by snow plows as well as being a hazard to 
pedestrians and cyclists. 


As always, the precinct building and Sea Road circle, 
from spring through fall, reflected the praiseworthy care and 
attention of the Rye Garden Club and the Little Boars Head 
Garden Club. This is all done at their own expense and is 
much appreciated.

To see if the District will vote to amend the Rye Beach 
Village District Zoning Ordinance as recommended by the 
Planning Board, to wit: Change Section 5.1.1 which reads: 
Any non-conforming use may be continued until discontinued 
for a period of six months,... to read: Any non-conforming use 
may be continued until discontinued for a period of two 
years,...

Report of Rye Beach Board of Adjustment 


The Board of Adjustment considered five requests during 1993. 


On April 14, 1993, Robert and Cynthia Bear requested a 
variance from the rear lot line setback requirement. The Bears live 
on a non-conforming lot and sought to enlarge their kitchen. The 
proposed addition, when completed, would be within 12 feet of the 
rear lot line. After addressing the five conditions necessary for 
granting a variance, the Board of Adjustment approved the Bears’ 
request. 


On August 23, 1993, Thomas Doucette requested a variance 
from rear and side lot line setback requirements so that he could 
construct a storage shed for garden equipment and outdoor furniture. 
Mr. Doucette’s lot is non-conforming and his house has no basement 
hence the need for more storage space. After addressing some 
appearance concerns and the five conditions necessary for a variance, 
the Board of Adjustment approved Mr. Doucette’s request. 


On November 9, 1993, Harold and Dolores Nord requested 
a variance from a rear lot line setback requirement. An existing 
8’x10’ shed on this non-conforming lot did not meet the rear setback 
requirements. The Nords’ replacement shed was proposed to be 
12’x18’ and further encroached on the lot line. After extensive review 
and discussion with abutters and other interested parties, the Board 
of Adjustment granted the variance with stipulations on size and 
landscaping to be done to improve appearances. 


On November 23, 1993, Gordon Young requested a variance 
in order to make a lot line adjustment between his non-conforming 


lot and the non-conforming lot of Mark McCue and Mary Pasciucco. 
The variance was necessary to straighten out the lot line disparity so 
that Mr. Young could sell his property. After considering all the 
records and the general history of the property, the Board of 
Adjustment unanimously granted the variance. 


On December 21, 1993, Alfred and Laura Arcidi submitted an 
"Appeal for an Administrative Decision" and also requested a 
variance from the rear and side lot line requrements. The Arcidis 
had constructed a tennis court and the Zoning Administrator had 
issued a "cease and desist" order because no variance had been 
granted. During the meeting, the Arcidis explained that they just 
wanted to use their land in the best way possible. They also stated 
that they were their own abutters on two sides and that the other true 
abutter would grant an easement for the purpose of making the tennis 
court "legal". A general discussion ensued and the Board of 
Adjustment decided to uphold the Zoning Adminstrator’s ruling. 
After then considering the five conditions for granting a variance and 
reviewing all the information presented by the Arcidis and their 
lawyer, the Board of Adjustment granted a variance from the lot line 
setback requirements.
